John J. Lahiv, former member’ 
of the old House of Delegates from 
the Sixth Ward, died suddenly at 
Pittsburg yesterday.

The body was awaited by a 
daughter, Mrs. Josephine Grogan, 
1244 North Euclid avenue, who is 
Lahiv's only surviving relative. 

Lahiv was 59 years old and was 
employed in a Pittsburg depart- 
ment store as salesman. 

Known as-“‘the friend of the 
people,” Lahiv, with his red mus- 
tache, was a turbulent member of 
the House. He was a violent de- 
bater and engaged in several fist 
fights on the floor. He is credited

Police*Captain George B. Tabb 
of the Wyoming Street Distfict 
ended his dife early today by slash- 
ing his throat and left wrist with 
a razor at Missouri Baptist Hos- 
pital, which he entered yesterday 
morning because of illness. 

He had suffered a nervous break- 
down from oyerwork, friends sald. 
Preliminary examination at the 
hospital indicated he was suffer- 
ing from diabetes and gall bladder 
adhesions, for which he was oper-. 
ated on in 1924. 

Twice last night he complained 
of inability to sleep and was given 
sedatives by the night nurse. “I 
guess I'll be all right. I hate to 
bother you,’ he tol dthe nurse at 
2 a. m. 

Found Dead by Nurse. 

At 5 o'clock, when the nurse en- 
tered the room, bringing bath wa- 
ter, she found him dead on the 
floor beside his bed. His throat 
and wrist were cut and under his 
body was his razor, which he had 
been permitted to bring imto the 
hospital to shave himself. 

Capt Tabb, a member of the 
Police Department for 31 years, 
was a*friend and protege of Chief 
Gerk, who was notified « of the 
death while visiting in Chicago, 

A tall, raw-boned young fellow, 
fresh from the farm at Mexico, Mo.., 
Tabb joined the police force Feb. 
4. 18938. As a patrolman, he took 
the efficiency tests for promotion 
in 1900 and 1901 and led the class, 
but was not promoted. 

It was.not until Oct. 5, 1921, 
that he received his Sergeant's 
chevrons. He served as Sergeant 
in the traffic divisions and as aid 


Police. Tabb was made Lientenart 
Nov. 13, 1925, and Captain Nov. 2, 
1927, and put in charge of the 
Dayton Street District. ? 
Cleaned Up District. / 

He was credited by Chief Gerk 
and others with “cleaning up” the 
district. He kept the patrol] wagon 
busy, bringing in offenders and sus-’ 
pects and moonshine and home- 
brew sejzed in raids. During his 
administration of the district the 
notorious Jazzland dance hall at 
Grand boulevard and Easton ave- 
nue closed its doors. As one ob- 
server expressed it. “Grand and 
Easton became so tame you could 
hang. your watch up on a lamp 
post without it being stolen.” 

Capt. Tabb was congratulated for | 
his part in the capture of the 
Grafeman-McIntosh Dairy Co. rob- 
bers, after a thrilling chase to the 
edge of the downtown district, and 
for obtaining confessions from two 
prisoners arrested here and re- 
turned to Baltimore, M@., for a 
bank holdup there. Once while re- 
turning with his wife in formal at- 
tire from a lodge function, Capt. 
Tabb jumped from his auto and 
broke up a Negro riot. 

He was one of several captains 
transferred by the Police Board 
last July 24. at which time he 
moved from the Dayton to the 
Wyoming Street District. with in- 
structions to “take it easy” be- 
cause of his failing health. 

Since Oct. 29 he had been con- 
fined to his home. UEarly this 
month he visited tis «station, but‘ 
was ordered home by Chief Gerk, 
He was 58 years old and resided 
with his wife at 3932 North Eley- 
enth street. Funeral services will 
be held at the Kron chapel, 2707 
North Grand boulevard, at 8 p. m 
tomorrow.

Vienna Gang Confesses It Wanted 
to Sell Remains to French 
Government,

VIENNA, Nov. 12.—A gang of 
young robbers today confessed it 
had planned to steal the body of 
Napoleon’s son, the Duke of 
Reichstadt, from the vault where 
it lies with that of Maria Louisa 
and other royalty. The gang said 
it wanted to sell the body to the 
French Government. 


The Duke of Reichstadt, titular 
Emperor of the French and son 
of Napoleon I and Maria Louisa, 
was born at Paris in 1811 and died 
at Schonbrunn, near Vienna, in 
1832. He was created Duke of 
Reichstadt in 1818 by Francis I of 
Austria, his grandfather, and lived 
at the Austrian court after Napo- 
leon’s overthrow.

Mott’s cpen handedness with mil- 
lions he borrowed on security, 
wrought a banking miracie, The 
cash loss was more than twice the 
amount the bank had in United 
States bonds and other Govern- 
ment securities, It was more than 
a third of the $8,283,039 the de- 
pository carried in depositors’ 
funds. As told before, it was great- 
er by more than $300,000 than the 
$3,192,619 the bank had on hand 
in cash in its own name. Yet the 
depository, fortified by Mott’s 
cash, continued solvent, and resi- 
dents of Flint, lulled by the magic 
of Mott's name and credit. re- 
tained their confidence in the 
bank.

Arbitration Mist Be Made a 
Functioning Reality, She Tells

She spoke quietiy and simply. 
The importance of her subject and 
the earnestness of her voice were 
the only means of emphasis.

Speaking to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter after her address she found 
gratification in the interest of war 
veterans of other cduntries in peace 
efforts, and expressed the wish 
that American ex-soldiers would 
do the same thing. Armistice day 
as it is now observed in the United 
States is a day of conflicting ex- 
hibitions, she said regretting that 
while in one place speeches are 
being made on peace, in another 
men are marching with guns.

blind. In the case of trachoma, re- 


of blindness, efforts are bein,s r:ade 
to determine definitely “s cause 
and develop more effective meth- 
ods of treatment. 

The discussion this ohio was 
devoted to problems of social 
hygiene, speakers pointing out that 
elimination of certain ‘social 
diseases automatically eliminates 
causes of blindness which might 
result from them. Dr. Harvey J. 
Howard, director of ‘MsMillar 
Hospital and Osear Johnson Re- 
search Institute, Washington Uni- 
versity, directed a consideration of 
trachoma this afternoon. 

Treatment of Babies’ Eyes. 

The importance of treating the 
eyes of all new-born ‘babies with 
cleansing drops was emphasized 
this morning by Dr. B. Franklin 
Royer, New York, medical direct- 
or of the society. 

Dr. Royer pointed out that mod- 
ern medical knowledge confounds 
the old idea that eye ailments of 
infants are @ue to a sociai disease 
involving, in many instances, moral 
turpitude. Bacteriological] tests, he 
said, have demonstrated that 40 
per cent of the infections appear- 
ing in babies’ eyes are due to other 
catises and make it incumbent on 
health authorities to urge that 
every new-born baby have its eyes 
protected from infection. A weak 
solution of silver nitrate, Dr. Royer 
said, is best for this process. 

Dr. Edward H. Cary, professor 
of ophthaimology and. oto-laryng- 
ology at Baylor University, read a 
paper on “Syphilis,-Its Psévalence. 
and Eye Ravages,” and Dr. C. b&b. 
O’Brien, head of the department. 
cf ophthalmia at the University of 
Iowa, described the adequate treat- 
ment of that disease to avert eye 
disaster. The papers were  fol- 
lowed by discussion. 

Dr. Cary said the prevalence of 
syphilis.-had been greatly exag- 
gerated, his researches leading to 
the conclusion that probably 6 per 
cent or 7 per cent of the popula- 
tion were afflicted with it. 

He’ advocated pulicity concern- 
ing the causes and prevention of 
the disease, holding that the sub- 
ject could be discussed as freely as 
typhoid fever. Insurance com- 
panies, he said, could take the lead 
in this field. 

Fuchs Discusses Trachoma, 

Dr. Ernst Fuchs of the Univer- 
sity of Vienna, regarded as the 
leading oopthalmologist in the 
world, discussed trachoma infor- 
mally this afternoon. He will de-

Until such time as nations can 
build the agencies of pacific set- 
tlement on stronger foundations: 
until fear, the most dangerous of 
all national emotions, has been 
proved groundless hv long proof 
of international honesty: until 
the power of world public opin- 
ion as a restraint of aggression 
has had many years of test. there 
will not have been established 
that confidence which. warrants 
the abandeament of prepared- 
ness for defense among nations, 
To do so may invite war. 

[ am for adequate prepared- 
ness as a guaranty that no for- 
eign soldier shall ever step upon 
the soi] of our country. 


Our nivion has said with mil- 
lions of voices that we desire 
only Gefense. That is the effect 
of the covenant we have entered 
into, not to use war as an instru- 
ment of ‘national policy. No 
American will arise today and 
say that we wish one gun or one 
armed man beyond that neces- 
sary for the defense of our peo- 
ple. To do so would create dis-- 
trust im other nations, and also 
would be an invitation to war. 
Proper defense requires military 
strength relative to that of other 
nations. We will reduce our na- 
val strength in proportion to any 
other. Having said that, it only 
refpains for the others to say how 
ow they will go. It cannot be 
too low for us. 

Would Protect Food Ships. 

There is another of these age- 
old controversies which § stir 
men's) minds and their fears. 
That is the so-called freedom of 
the seas. In reality in our day 
it is simply the rights of private 
citizems to trade in time of war, 
for there is today complete free- 
dom of the seas in times of 
peace. If the world succeeds in 
establishing peaceful methods of 
settlement of controversies, the 
whole question of trading rights 
in time of war becomes a pure- - 
ly academic discussion. Peace is 
its final solution. 

But I am going to have the 
temerity to put forward an idea 


Kellogg pact, to use only pacific 
means to settle such controver- 
sies as these, we have again re- 
affirmed the doctrine enunciated 
by that far-sighted statesman, 
Mr. Elihu Root, in his famous 
declaration at Rio de Janeiro in 
1907. At that time he announced 
that we would not use war or 
warlike means to enforce or col- 
lect upon private business con- 
tracts. It is our settled policy. 


But there are other more deep- 
seated and more dangerous 
forces which produce friction 
and controversy than these erup- 
tions over the:rights of. citizens. 
We must realize that there are 
many unsolved problems of 
boundaries between nations. 
There are peoples aspiring to a 
greater measure of self-govern- 
ment. There are the fears of inva- 
sion and domination bequeathed 
to all humanity from its former 
wars. There are a host of age- 
old controversies whose specters 
haunt the world, which at any 
time may touch the springs of 
fear and {fll will. 


We must frankly accept the 
fact, therefore,’ that we and all 
the nations of the world will be 
involved, for all future time, in 
small or great controversies and 
frictions arising out of all’ of 
these multiple causes. In these 
controversies lurk the subtie dan- 
ger that national temper at any 
moment may become a heat and 
that emotion may rise to the 
flaming point. Therefore. peace 
must be the result of unceasing 
endeavor. 


Urges Extension of Trezi‘es. 


I have said that recently we 
have covenanted with other civi- 
lized mations not only to  re- 
nounce war as an instrument of 
national policy but also we have 
agreed that we shall settle alj 
controversies by pacific means. 
But the machinery for pacific 
settlement of disputes among na- 
tions is, as yet, inadequate. We 
need to strengthen our own pro- 
visions for it. Our State Depart- 
ment is the first of these means. 
It must be strengthened and sup- 
ported as the great arm of our 
Government, dedicated to the or- 
ganization of peace. We need 
further to extend our treaties 
with other countries providing 
methods for reference of contro- 
versies to conference, to inquiry 
as to fact, or to arbitration, or 
to judicial determination. We 
have need to define the rules of 
conduct of nations and to for- 
mulate an authoritative system of 
international law. We have need 
under proper reservations to sup- 
port the World Court in order 
that we may secure judicial de- 
termination of certain types of 
controversies and build up prece- 

dents which add to the body of 
international law By these agen- 
cies we relegate a thousand fric- 
tions to orderly processes of set- 
tlement and by deliberation in 
action we prevent their develop- 
ment into national! inflammation. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. : 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 12.—Fol- 
lowing is the text of President 
Hoover’s Armistice day speech, de- 
livered here last night: 

My Fellow Countrymen: 

Eleven years have gone by 
since the day of the armistice, 
when the guns ceased firing. It 
was a day of thanksgiving that 
marked the ending of the sham- 
bles of the trenches. For us it 
will be remembered always as a 
day of pride; pride in the mem- 
ory of those who suffered and of 
those who made the last sacri- 
fice of life in that great cause, 
pride in the proven valor of our 
army and navy; pride in the 
greatness of out national 
strength: pride in the high pur- 
pose for which we entered the 
war, and pride that we neither 
wanted nor got from it anything 
of profit for ourselves, Those 
stirring memories will always re- 
main, and on each Armistice day 
will glow again. 

From the war we have two 
paramount obligations. We owe 
to those who suffered and yet 
fived an obligation of national 
assistance, each according to his 
need. "We owe it to the dead that 
we redeem our promise that their 
sacrifice would help bring peace 
to the world. The nation will 
discharge its obligations. 

The men who fought know 
the real meaning and dreadful- 
ness of war. No man came from 
that furnace a swash buckling 
militarist. Those who saw its 
realities and its backwash in the 
sacrifice of women and children 
are not the men who glorify 
war. They are the men who pray 
for peace for their: children. But 
they rightly demand that peace 
be had without the sacrifice of 
our independence or of those 
principles of justice without 
which civilization must fail 

Such a sacrifice of freedom 
and justice is the one calamity 
greater than war. The task of 
statesmen is to build a road to 
peace which avoids both of these 
calamities. This road requires 
preparedness for defense; it 
equally requires preparedness for 
peace. 

Outlok for Peace Bright. 

The world today is compara- 
tively at peace. The outlook for 
a peaceable future is more 
bright than for half a century 
past. Yet after all it is an 
armed peace.

For the first time the service 
was broadcast nationally. The 
chapel. in which the tomb is lo- 
cated. was crowded.

German Papers Praise Hoover's 
Armistice Day Speech.

BERLIN, Nov. 12.—The Armis- 
tice day speech of President Hoo- 
ver found lively echo today in ali 
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fears, distrusts, and smouldering 
injcries among nations which 
are the tinder of war. Nor does 
a single quarter of a century 
during all the ages of human 
experience warrant the assump- 
ticn that war will not occur 
again. 

Gloomy as this picture may be, 
yet we can say with truth that 
the world is becoming more gen- 
uinely inclined to peace; that the 
forces of imperiai domination 
and aggression, of fear and sus- 
picion are dying down, that they 
are being replaced with the de- 
sire for security and peaceful de- 
velopment. The old objectives of 
tortuous diplomacy are being re- 
placed with frank and open rela- 
tions directed to peace. There is 
no more significant step in this 
progress than the solemn cove- 
nant that civilized nations have 
now entered, to renounce war and 
to settle disputes by pacific 
means. It is this realignmeiit of 
the mind of the world that gives 
the hope of peace. 

But peace is not a static thing. 
To maintain peace is as dynamic 
in its requirements as is the con- 
duct of war. We cannot say 
“Let there be peace.” and £0 
about other business. No are 
the methods by which peace is to 
be maintained and war prevent- 


peace can be attained only as a 
result of realistic practical daly 
conduct amongst nations” It can 
be the result only of a frank 
recognition of forces which may 
disturb peace. For instance, we 
must realize that our industrial 
life, our employment, our com- 
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We are also interested that 
other nations shall settie by pa- 
fic means the controversies aris- 
ing between them. From every 
selfish point of view the preserv- 
ation of peace among other na- 
tions is of interest to the United 
States. In such wars we are i. 
constant danger of entanglement 
because of interference with the 
widespread activities of our citi- 
zens. But of far more importance 
than this, our ideals and our 
hopes are for the progress of 
justice through the entire worid. 
We desire to see all humanity re- 
lieved of the hideous blight of 
war and of the crueities and i.1- 
justices that lead to war. We 
are interested in all methods that 
can be devised to assure the set- 
tlement of all controversies be- 
tween nations. 

There are today two roads to 
that end. The European nations 
have, by the covenant of the 
League of Nations, agreed that if 
aations fail to settle their dif- 
ferences peaceably then force 
shou'l be applied by other na- 
tions to compel them to be rea- 
sonable. We have refused to tra- 
vel this road. We are confident 
that at least in the Western 
Hemisphere public opinion will 
suffice to check violence. This 
is the road we propose to tra- 
vel What we urgently need in 
this direction is a.further devel- 
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which might break through the 
involved lega! questions and age- 
old interpretafions of right and 
wrong by a practical step which 
would solve a large part of the 
Intrinsic problem. It would act 
as a preventive as well as a tim- 
itation of war. 1 offer it only 
for the consi@eration of the 
world, I have not made it a 
governmental proposition to any 
nation and do not do so now. I! 
know that any wide departure 
from accepted ideas requires 
long and searching examination.

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FINANCING MISSOURI. 

It will surprise the State to learn that the Survey 
Commission, which has just reported on the needs of 
Missouri, is not recommending a bond issue Yor the 
rehabilitation of public institutions. 

What the’ commission seems to have in mind is 
that the credit of the State should be reserved for 
road building. At any rate, what Chairman Gary 
and his associates tentatively suggest at the moment 
is that the income of the State be increased approx- 
imately $17,000,000 a year. To do this, the commis 
sion suggests: (1) To increase the State’s income tax, 
now 1 per cent, to the Federal schedules. (2) To put 
a luxury tax on tobacco. (3) To a luxury tax on 
soft drinks and syrups, and a luxury tax on amuse- 
ment admissions. By increasing the tax on individ- 
ual and corporate net incomes the commission esti- 
mates that it can raise $16,000,000 a year. It expects 
to get $3,000,000 from tobacco, $2,000,000 from bever- 
ages and $2,500,000 from amusements. 

The luxury taxes, commonly called nuisance taxes, 
could only be justified upon the score that to make 
a modern and selfeustaining State of Missouri wealth 
also would be heavily taxed. The plan of the com- 
mission lays-the lightest burden of taxation upon the 
farmer. It proposes to abolish the 5-cent State tax 
on the $100 valuation against property as well as the 
Scent tax levied against property for bonds, schools 
and pensions. Under such a tax scheme the wealth 
of the State would be ladled out to the impoverished 
schools of the needy counties, and support of the 
State institutions would be disseminated among the 
whole people according to their ability to pay. 

Can such a program be adopted? It can if the 
commission will satisfy the people of Missouri that 
it is in this way, or in ways like this that states like 
Illinois, Wisconsin and Iowa support their institu- 
tions. It can if the commission will convince Gov. 
Caulfield that there is nothing unreasonable or in- 
equitable in its plan, and the Governor will put the 
plan through the special session.

We think there is no argument, for example, that 
St. Louis sooner or later must have another airport, 
one quickly accessible from the center of the city. 
An airport is the main feature of the northern river 
front plan, which contemplates a transformation of 
the stretch between Bissell’s Point and Chain -of 
Rocks. To do this it will be necessary to straighten 
the channel of the Mississippi and to fill in the pres- 
ent main channel between Gabaret Island and the 
Missouri side. This would reclaim an area approxi- 
mately as large as Forest Park, besides inclosing a 
series of lagoons 1172 acres in extent. 

The airport, with frontage on the river, would be 
available both for land and seaplanes. The park 
surrounding it would be devoted to golf, water sports 
and other recreational activities. A high-speed, non- 
stop drive along the river would make possible com- 
munication with the city in from 12 to 15 minutes 
This drive, 240 feet in width, would be an extension 
through Mullariphy street of the North Broadway- 
Third street approach to the central river front. Via- 
ducts to park and airport would be built as extensions 
of Adelaide and Calvary avenues to give access to 
other parts of the city.

“Taxes have been increasing rap- 
idly during recent years, but in 
/Missouri Jess rapidly than in the 
rest of the country as a whole. 

“Missouri's capacity to pay tax- 
‘es is not very much, if any, low- 
er than the average for the United 
States. She is by no means a ‘poor’ 
State. ; 

Farm Taxes Too High. 

“In common with other states 
Missouri has a serious agricultural 
tax problem. Farm taxes relative- 
ly to income amount on an average 
to over 20 per cefft, and are in 
many cases much higher. Farm 
owners asa class have low in- 
comes, The income of the farm 
owner and his capacity to pay tax- 
es has been decreasing while the 
tax burden has been greatly in- 
creased. Under the present local 
tax system farm taxes will go on 
increasing. A radical change is 
needed in order to prevent greater 
injustice and hardship. 

“The , Dusiness interests of Mis- 


: souri, excluding farms, pay half or 


more of the total taxes. While the 
average tax burden expressed as a 
percentage of net income is high, 
it is not excessive as judged by 
comparisons with other states. As 
a result of the dominant position 
of the property tax, many business- 
es with little or no net income are 
ir -ded with heavy tax charges. 
“Studying the tax system from 
the point of view of the individual 
whose income is reduced in final 
analysis by the tax burden, it is 
found that the wealthy carry a big 
part of the tax burden, as they 
should, while the average man and 
the poor man as a rule pays very 
little. This fact emphasizes par- 
ticularly the unfairness of the 
heavy farm tax burden.” 
Commenting on tax evasion, the 
report set out that while the total 
tangible taxable wealth of Missouri 
is $10,122,000,000 the assessed val- 
uation is only $4,623,000,000. 


Pians for Raising Revenue. 

Taking up the specific recom- 
mendations in the report for in- 
creasing revenue: 

Intangibles, such as notes, bonds, 
mortgages and other credits should 
be exempt from the direct property 
tax, and should be reached through 
tax on the net income. This is a 
departure from the secured debts 
which was proposed in 
Missouri several years ago. 

The inheritance tax law, reported 
to be fair, would not be disturbed. 
except that there was a recom- 
mendation that the authority in the 
collection of the tax be placed en- 
tirely in the hands of the State 
Treasurer. ° 

On the income tax it was recom- 
mended that corporations pay 4 
per cent of their entire net income; 
that the individual tax be levied at 
the rates of tha,Federal normal tax 
on high incomes, 5 per cent and 
that the rates on the lower taxable 
incomes be at the present State 
rates; that dividends received by 
residents of Missouri be taxable, 
and that the national banks be sub- 
jected to the income tax. 

Attention was directed to the fact 
that there are many evasions of the 
State income tax, and that a 
machinery should be set up in some 
State department to supervise the 
collection, the authority of local 
assessors being removed. 

As to the consumption or luxury 
taxes, the specialists said: 

“As @ means to make practicable 
the reduction of the property tax 
and to supplement the increased 
income tax by taxes with a wider 
basis, the taxation of the consump- 
tion of certain articles of the lux- 
ury type is recommended. Of im- 
portant measures of this descrip- 
tion only three have been demon- 
strated to be successful in other 
states. It is, therefore, recom- 
mended: 


Levies on Luxuries. 


“That the State impose a tobac- 
co sales tax at a rate of 8 cents 
per ordinary package of cigarettes 
and corresponding rates on other 
classes of tobacco. A yield of $3,- 
000,000 may be estimated conserv- 
atively. 

“That a rate of one cent on each 


drinks and a corresponding tax be 
levied on syrups. A yield of §$2,- 
000,000 may be expected. . 
“That a tax be imposed on ad- 
missions at a rate of gone cent on 
each 10 cents charged. A yield of 
$2,500,000 may be estimated.” 
There was a recommendation 
that mining properties be assessed 
by experts, and that the foreign in- 
surance tax on gross premiums be 
extended to domestic insurance 


companies.

In conclusion, 
gaid: 

“The adoption of the foregoing 
recommendation would result in a 
substantial reduction in property 
taxes. Removing one-half of the 
State tax would cut off $3,200,000. 
After the completion of the pro- 
gram of rehabilitation of State in- 
stitutions, a further reduction and 
cutting off of the remaining half 
should be possible. It is estimated 
that the plan of State aid for 
schools would relieve the iocal 
school districts of a burden of $9,- 
000,000 which is carried by prop-

Essential also, he said, was bal- 
anced freight of all classes both 
downstream and upstream.

For Continuous Support. 

“To prove the economic sound- 
ness of any new project, we must 
prove the economic soundness of

“Economic soundness of a pro- 
gram is not proved by a mass of 
figures of potential freight that 
might mave but doesn’t, but by the 
actual flow of freight that gives 
a living revenue to the barge 
line and its connecting rail car- 
riers. To the shippers throughout 
this broad territory served by our 
corporation, I make this plea: Use 
the offered facilities to their limit:

“The truth of the matter is that 
our operations are conducted on 
incompleted projects, except the 
warrior, that we are gradually but 
surely overcoming every difficulty 
we meet, and that these difficulties 
will be largely dissipated with the 
flooi control and channelization 
projects now under way.” 

Rail-Water Co-Operation. 
’ His fifth and most essential con- 
dition was “hearty co-operation be- 
tween rail lines and water’ lines. 
free interchange of freight between 
rail and water, with a division of 
accruing revenue for a joint haul 
such that both rail and water lines 
mayereceive a living revenue.” 

He made his answer to recent 
railroad attacks on ‘the rivers, and 
he made reference to “unwarrant- 
ed and indefensible slashes by rail,” 
the theme elaborated on by Con- 
gressman Denison. 

“The railroads are going to 
throttle river transportation, if not 
in one way, then in another,” de- 
clared the Congressman, author of 
the law calling for a national net- 
work of rail-and-water freight 
rates. “Only one thing in the coun- 
try can stop them—and that is the 
United States Government! 

Waiting to Be Made. 

“They are ‘not opposed to chan- 
nel improvement.’ Oh, no, _ that 
alone will not accomplish the things 
they do oppose. They know the 
country has made up its mind to 
improve its rivers. They know oth- 
er ways of preventnig the develop- 
ment of an inland river system of 
transportation.” 

He remarked that he had hoped 
in vain that the joint rate and 
equitable division clause of the 
Denison act would meet rail co-op- 
eration essential to effective growth 
and service of the barge line. 

“The railroads will not openly 
oppose carrying out the law,” he 
said. “But they will not do any- 
thing actively and openly to help 
carry out the law. Apparently they 
are taking a position of waiting un- 
til they are made to carry it out. 

“When the Government began to 
operate its barge lines, the Alumi- 
num Co. of America was preparing 
plans to move its great plant from 
the Mississippi to Baltimore, be- 
cause it could ship its bauxite ore 
there cheaper than to East St. 
Louis. The barge line demonstrat- 
ed that it could haul the ore here 
as cheaply, and on that understand- 
ing the concern abandoned the idea 
of moving and has been using the 
barge line for these many years. 

Underbidding the Barge Line. 

“Originally the ore moving up 
the Mississippi amounted to only 
5000 tons a month, but-last year it 
was 30,000 tons a month. Last 
year the line handled 350,000 tons 
of this ore. It was a splendid thing 
for the barge line, helping it to 
fill its upstream tows. 

“Now, whdt has happened? The 
Missouri Pacific has put into effect 
a railroad rate lower than the 
barge-line rate, and took every bit 
of that business from_ the barge 
line. 

“Recently a meeting of railroad 
executives was seld and certain 
things agreed upon. I know some 
of them. Shortly thereafter the 
Kansas City Southern published 
rates on grain for export to Port 
Arthur and Galveston, making a re- 
duction of 7 cents a hundred 
pounds. Other railroads, using the 
action of the Kansas City Southern 
as their reason, published similar 
reductions. 

“The Kansas City Southern’s: re- 
duction was from Kansas City to 
gulf ports. Other roads made the 
Same reduction, but they applied 
all of it on the haul from St. 
Louis to New Orleans. They did 
not make any reduction from Kan- 
sas City or Omaha to St. Louis. 

“Now, do you know why they 
did that?” he drawled, and his 
listeners chuckled. “I do not need 
to explain that to this audience. 
But the result will be that the 
barge line is not going to haul any 
more grain, unless it makes rates 
below or almost below cost. 


“A Friend of the Railroads.” 

“Are we going to follow the 
President's program to improve 
these rivers and then allow the 
railroads to reduce’ rates along 
competing lines to prevent private 
capital from taking over the barge 
lines? To force the lines to show 
an operating loss and thus keep 
private enterprise off the rivers? 

“If the Interstate Commerce 
Commission cannot or will not, 
under existing law, prevent such 
ruinous competition, then we will 


jgive the commission a law under 


which it can prevent that. 

“I am a friend of the railroads,” 
“I do not believe 
in allowing them to carry out a 
policy to hurt themselves. I am 
going to back legislation to keep 
them from carrying freight below 
cost on lines parallel to the barge 
line—and piling the costs on other 
parts of the country!” 

Asked how the grain rate cut 
had been put over, he replied: 
“This country has been aroused to 
the importance of agriculture, and 
anything in the world, however 


‘}absurd, if offered to help agricul- 


ture, can be put over. The rail- 
roads are taking advantage of that 
psychological condition and taking 
Steps to ruin this cheaper form of 
transportation.” 

Discussing his propositions—a 
law to prevent such rate-cutting 
and a Federal commission to report 
to Congress on the efitire national! 
rate structure—he declared: 

“Many rates were based on bar- 
gains and other unfair methods 
originating years ago, when their 
methods were not so closely scruti- 
niged as they are now, and the old 
inequities have been carried down 
to this day. 

“The country will be astonished 
when it finds out about some of 
them.” 

Speaker Heard Today. 
Today's session opened with an 
address by Congressman W. I. No- 
lan of Minnesota, urging a nine- 
feot channel for the upper Mis- 


eisai ppl. Congressman W. 5. 
Hull of Illinois dwelt on vari 
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applications ef the Hoover pro- 
gram and the waterways a5 an aid 
to agriculture. He torecast Gov- 
ernment operations soon upon the 
Illinois and Missouri _ rivers, and 
discussed the prospects of expand- 
ing the plans for the Missouri Riv- 
er to a standard nine-foot channel. 

Ralph Snyder, president of the 
Kansas Farm Bureau, pointed out 
that “there is no one remedy for 
agricultural ills,” but discussed wa- 
terways as one means of reducing 
the multiplied cost items which he 
considered a large cause of those 
ills, 

Completion and use of the Mis- 
souri would save $30,000,000 a year 
for the farmers of six states, esti- 
mated Congressman Ed H. Camp- 
bell of Iowa. 

“The question of a few cents a 
bushel on his grain,-a few cents a 
pound on his livestock, will mean 
the farmer’s profits,” said Con- 
gressman Campbell. 

The principa] officers of the as- 
sociation were nominated for re- 
election today. They are: W. R. 
Dawes, Chicago, president; R. S. 
Hawes, St. Louis, treasurer; T. F. 
Cunningham, New Orleans, vice 
president; Cleveland A. Newton, St. 
Louis, general counsel; and Lach- 
lan MacLeay, St. Louis, secretary. 
Two changes were made among 
district vice presidents, W. P. Lay 
of Gadsden, Ala., being nominated 
to succeed J. B. Waterman, Mobile, 
and John Kelly, Sioux City, Ia., 
named to succeed the late W. A. 
Donaldson of Yankton, S. D. 
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justice. It is through these 
means that we establish the sin- 
cerity, the justice, and the dig- 
nity of a great people. That isa 
new vision of diplomacy that is 
dawning in the world. 

The colossal power of the 
United States overshadows scores 
of freedom-loving nations. Their 
defense against us is a moral 
defense. To give to them confi- 
dence that with the high moral 
sense of the American people 
this defense igs more powerful 
than all armies or navies, is a 
sacred duty which lies upon us. 

It has beer my cherished hope 
to organize positively the for- 
eign relations of the United 
Stater on this high foundation 
and to do it in reality, not sim- 


ply in diptomatic phrases. The 
establishment of that relation- 
ship is vastly more important 
than the mere settlement of the 
detailx of any of our chronic 
international problems. In such 
pure air and in that alone can 
both sides with frankness and 
candor present their points of 
view and either find just for- 
mula: for settlement, or, alter- 
natively, agree to disagree until 
time finds a solution. We have 
in recent years heard a vast - hat- 
ter of enmity and criticism both 
within and without our borders 
where there is no real enmity 
and no conflict of vital interes 
and no unsolvable controversy. 

It is a homely parallel bu! 
equally true that relations be 
tween nation: are much like re. 
lations between individuals 
Questions which arise between 
friends are settied as the pass- 
ing incidents of a day. The very 
same questions between men who 
distrust and suspect each other 
may lead to enmity and con- 
flict. 

It was in this endeavor that 
I visited the Presidents of the 
South American republics. That 


is why | welcomed the visit of 


the Prime Minister of Great 
Britain to the United States. 
All these men have talked ot 
their problems in a spirit charged 
with the gravest responsibility, 
not only for our own relations 
but for the peace and safety of 
the world. We have thought out 
loud together as men can not 
think in diplomatic notes. We 
made no commitments. We 
drove no discussion to final con- 
clusion. We explored the areas 
of possible constructive action 
and possible controversy. We 
examined the pitfalls of interna- 
tional relations frankly and 
openly. With this wider under- 
standing of mutual difficulties 
and aspirations we can each in 
our own sphere better contribute 
to broaden good will, to assist 
those forces which make for 
peace in the world, to curb those 
forces which make for distrust, 
Thereby do we secure the im- 
ponderable yet transcendent 
spiritual gains which come from 


successful organization of peace | 


and confidence in peace. That 
is why I have endeavored fo 
meet the leaders of their na- 
tions, for I have no fear that 
we are not able to impress every 
country with the single-minded 
good will which lies in the 
American heart.
